ndunced at 3:50 this afternoon by Al- 
verstone during the meeting of the 
Alaskan boundary commission. Coun- 
sel Carson for England had just be- 


gun summing up when he was inter- 
rupted by Lord Alverstone's announce- 
ment. The latter paid a most feeling 
tribute to the deceased statesman. So 
fervid was his tribute and so deeply 
did he feel the loss that tears coursed 
down his cheeks while he was speak- 
ing.

son paid a tribute to the deceased. 


The sitting was then adjourned as a 


further mark of respect. 


Sir Michael has been '11 for some 


time, and recently left his post in 
Washington to travel for his health. 
His death, towover, was unexpected. 
He was suffering from an affection of 
the lungs and was stopping at Davos 
Platz, which is a great Swiss resort for 
consumptives. 


Michael Henry Herbert who succeed- 


ed the late Lor'l Pauncefote as British 
ambassador to the United Stales, was 
married some years ago to Miss Leila. 
daughter of Richard T. Wilson, tne 
New York banker. The marriage con- 
nected him with the families of ihe 
Ogden Goelets, the Vanderbilts, and 
the Astors.

d'affaires at Washington during 1888- 
89, and <?ecret.Rry of the British lega- 
tion at the "United States capital in 
1392-33.

The Cleveland Tax Board Appointed 


By Johnson Assessed the Public Mo- 
nopolies at the Proper Rate, But It 
Was Taken Off by Republican State 
Officials at Columbus. 


The campaign which Mayor John- 


son* is now making in this state for 
just taxation is no new idea nor fad 
gotten up to catch voters. For three 
years he has been making the same 
fight, and though opposed by vast 
privileged interests of all kinds, he has 
never hesitated to demand and seek 
to secure such an adjustment of the 
burdens of taxation as would cure the 
•great wrongs perpetrated by our ex- 
isting system. 


The constitution of Ohio requires 


that all real and personal property 
shall be assessed for taxation at its 
real value in money, yet as Mayor 
Johnson early pointed oat, almost no 
attempt is made in our. laws as they 
now are to obey this just and equitable 
rule. Farm, lands; of toe-; [state, the 
small homes of the laboring people, 
the little accumulations of 
personal 


property and money which belongs to 
men engaged in small trades or who 
make their living as members of the 
employe class, ;are valued haphazard 
on a basis ranging from 60 to 80 per 
cent; while thS vast privileges owned 
by steam railroad companies and other 
monopolies altogether escape -taxation 
and ttCe property used by such com- 
paniea is valued on a .basis of from W 
;to^0r;pfr cent. In other words, the cit- 
izen.'who owns a small farm or a small 
home has not the means or the inter- 
est to keep a lobby in Columbus, has 
been/legislated against by the repre- 
sentatives of the people, while the 
great monopolies have been able to 
have the laws so framed that the bur- 
den which they ought to bear'for the 
.support of the- state and its institu- 
tions has been shifted 
from their 


shoulders onto the defenseless and 
helpless farmers and small home 
owners. 


An illustration of this is shown by 


Mayor Johnson's first effort. He took 
office as mayor of Cleveland on the 
4th day of April, 1901. On the 15th day 
of May be appointed an annual city 
board of equilization for that city and 
that board, after 
long 
hearing, in 


which 'the various city monopolies 
were represented by able counsel, added 
over $17,000,000 to the tax valuation 
of :street-railroad^ gas 'and 
electric 


light companies of that city. 


This was done by taking the value 


of the property of those companies as 
it stood in the market, just as the 
value of a farmer's cow is estimated, 
or as the value of a house is estimated, 
by what it will bring when offered for 
sale. The contentions of these com- 
panies was that, their property should 
•be assessed in pieces and not as a go- 
ing concern, but the board of equal- 
ization appointed by Mayor Johnson 
replied: "When we assess a house we 
do not assess the nails, the bricks, the 
boards and stone separately, but we 
assess the house, and when we assess 
a railroad we do not essess the ties 
and the rails and the cars and power 
houses separately, but we assess the 
railroad." 


No one denied that this was what 


the constitution required, but on the 
7th day of 'January, these companies 
appealed to the state board of tax re- 
mission, consisting of the governor of 
the state, the attorney general and 
State Auditor Guilbert, all of them Re- 
publican officeholders, and the latter 
a candidate for re-election; and on the 
1st day of February that board took 
off the entire addition without any in- 
quiry into the facts in the case, and 
without attempting to say that the 
valuation was improper or unfair, giv- 
ing no reason or excuse for their ac- 
tion, but arbitrarily exercising the 
power which the people of the state 
had conferred upon them to protect 
five monopolies. 


In the following April there was an 


election in Cleveland, and the people 
of that city, outraged by the1 arbitrary 
and unjust action of the state board, 
by an overwhelming majority sustain- 
ed the cause of which Mayor Johnson 
•was the champion. A further evidence 
of the power of these monopolies to 
compel the Republican managers to 
protect them in their unjust escape 
from taxation was afforded when on 
the 12th day of May the Republican 
majority of tbe legislature passed a 
law by whicfi the board of equaliza- 
tion, appointed by Mayor Johnson, was 
put out of office, and the state board 
of tax remission, which had prevented 
a just valuation of the 
property oC 


these Cleveland monopolies, was au- 
thorized to appoint a taxing board for 
Cleveland. 


This was a blow at home rule, but 


it was more than this: it was a delib- 
erate use of official power by Republi- 
can managers and legislators to pro- 
tect those who contribute to their 
campaign funds at the expense of the 
great body of people of tbe state. Two 
lessons are to be drawn from this ex- 
perience; th<> first is that the man- 
agers of the Republican party are fo 
tied «p to the monopoly interests of 
the state tnat Instead of being guar- 
dians of the public interest they have 
become mere tools for the protection 
of the private interests of these priv- 
ileged monopolies, and the second is 
that Mayor Johnson's demand for ta* 
reform is no new thing, but is a flght 
whirl thia aeonJo oucil to sustain

TOM L. JOHNSON 


An Unprejudiced Account of His Public Record-What 


He Has Been and What He Has 


Done. 


Columbus, Sept 30—What manner 


ci man is this Tom L. Jonnsoa who is 
raising such a deuce of a fuss in OMo 
this fall. That question is being asked 
by thousands of Buckeye state people 
To some folks he is a millionaire who 
ib making the game of politics hib 
recreation. To others he is a man of 
heart and brain who sincerely b«- 
lieves lie is fighting the cause of 
humanity. To Senator M A. Hanna 
he is a "pestilence" hated much and 
feared more 
But no man, not even 


his worst enemy, has e\er charged that 
Tom L Johnson is playing politics to 
enrich his own private pocketbook. 
X«.epublican sppakets say that Johnson 
is a demagogue and a fakir and that 
the goal of his ambition is the presi- 
dential chair 
That may be true or 


not—at is not the purpose of the writer 
of this article to defend Mr. Johnson 
or extol his virtues, but to give a plain, 
unprejudiced 
account of his public 


record, to tell what he has been and 
what he has done. 


Something like three years ago Mr. 


Johnson publicly announced that he 
had don« with business, that he had 
niade all the money he needed for him- 
self and family, and that for the re- 
mainder of his life he proposed to de- 
mote himself and his life to the ser 
vice 
of radical 
democracy. 
This 


marlied the beginning of a new order 
of things in the wolitics of the Buck- 


As far back as 1884 Johnson, who was 


eje state. 
then struggling hard to turn wornout 
street railway properties into paying 
investments, became a desciple of Hen- 
ry George and since 1SSG he has been 
? leader of more than national fame 
in the Geonre work which bears the 
label of single tax. For nearly two 
decades Mr. Johnson has financially 
promoted this cause 
It was at 


George's request that he plunged into 
the democratic politics of the 21st con- 
gressional district of Ohio m 188S. He 
contested for the seat without the 
slightest concealment of his 
radical 


economic views. 


His public advocacy of absolute free 


trade and single tax brought against 
him not only the bitter opposition of 
the 
republican 
management 
and 


toute^s but also the spoilsmen of the 
local democratic machine who united 
with the republicans to defeat him at 
the polls. Johnson was snowed under 
But Johnson was not a 'quitter." Again, 
alter a bitter fight, he secured the 
nomination 
In this campaign. John- 


son not having yet showed any symp- j 
toms of development as a public 1 
speaker, his republican opponent chal- j 


need him to a joint debate. Mr.' 


Johnson's friends promptly prepared 
lo decline the imitation but they were 
checked permeroptorily, "Even though 


J cannot make a syieech,"' said Mr. 
Jobnson. "1 wiH not run away from 
a chaUens"" The debate was 7ie3<5, 


ibn^n's friends going to the meet- '• 


ing confidently believing that their 
champion 
would be 3gnomin5o«=ly 


routed and driven from the platform 
by the polished orator, Theodore E 
Burton, who was his opponent. But 
Johnson so completely outclassed his 
tpponent with his pointed questions 
r.nd answer', and 
logical aren- 


ments, that the fact was conceded by 


e-ven Mr. Burton's friends. 
No Re- 


publican has ever since challenged Mr. 
Johnson to debate, with one exception, 
and he stands today the acknowledged 
champion as a debater. In this cam- 
paign Mr. Johnson went before the 
people with the same candor that had 
characterized his previous campaign- 


ing, 
and -which the uncandid find it so 


difficult to understand. He was elect- 
ed by nearly 4,000 majority. Two years 
later he was re-elected. Johnson's 
iccord in congress was conceded, even 


V>y his enemies, as of the highest or- 


der. 
He stood out against the sugar 


trust and the steel trust He bitterly 
opposed a protective tariff 
on steel 


rails although he himself was then a 
Manufacturer of steel rails 
In his 


speech on the floor of congress on the 
tariff Dill he exclaime_d: "I am a~man- 
.utacturer of stee^ njj^and^i£monqpo- 
list AS such I sayjtjat a* protective 
tariff on steel rails is not 'needed. It 
••Mil make me richer but is unfair to 
the people of the United States. lean- 
not use the power the people have 
placed in my hands to enrich my 
own private pocketbook, and for that 
reason I will vote against this meas- 
ure. To pass this measure is an out- 
rage on the people of the country, for 
they are the ones who will have to pay 
this tax. I say to you that the steel 
business in ,this country is strong 
enough to protect itself." 


Another striking example of John- 


son's utter disregard of'political con- 
siderations when it came to perform- 
ing what he regarded as his 
official 


duty was in voting against a tariff on 
cloaks. The labor unions of his dis- 
trict united in a request to him to 
\ote for a protective tariff on cloaks, 
a request he absolutely icfused to com- 
ply with 
Johnson consistently took 


the position that protection was not 
a theory but a swindle. He was nom- 
inated for a fourth term for congress 
but was defeated, Cleveland's unpop- 
ularity causing a big democratic slump 
all over the country in this year 
From that time until three years ago 
Johnson did not figure in politics to 
any extent. Though never a believer 
in free silver Johnson suoported 
Bryan, believing, as he explained, that 
while free silver was neither logical 
ror practical, that Bryan was a leader 
against financial monopoly and was 
fighting the cause of humanity. When 
the anouncement was made that the 
Democrats of Cleveland proposed to 
nominate Johnson for mavor the Re- 


publicans had a normal majority of 
from 6,000 to 10,000 in the city aiid U 
was generally believed that the Demo- 
cratic cause was hopeless. But John- 
sou went Into the fight with his usual 
vim and came out of it a winner by 
pver (5,000 majority. Then began the 
light against privileged corporations, 
opposed by spoilsmen of both parties. 


Mayor Johnbon fought before all the 


boards of county auditors to have the 
taxes of steam railroads raised from 
15 per cent of their market value to 


GO per cent, which is the average min- 
imum basis for homer and farms. In 
some instances he was partially suc- 
cessful but the state board at Colum- 
bus, composed of state officials elected 
by the people (all Republicans) 
set 


the increase aside. He persuaded the 
Cleveland board of equalization to in- 
crease the tax value of local public 
Service corporations $20,000,000. 
The 


state board also set this aside without 
giving a single reason therefor. John- 
son gave a grant for a three cent 
s-treet railroad in Cleveland and the 
road was being built when Attorney 
General Sheets stopped the work with 
an injunction which, in the end, de- 
stroyed the charter of every city, vil- 
lage and county in the state. In all 
35 injunctions have been granted since 
Johnson became mayor of Cleveland, 
by local courts or the supreme court, 
to prevent him carrying out what he 
believed to be reform in the interests 
of the people. The last came a mon*h 
01 two ago when the Cleveland board 
nt elections was enjoined from holding 
a special election to submit to the 
voters the questions whether 
they 


•vv anted to issue bonds to build a mu- 
nicipal electric light plant 
A two- 


thirds vote of the people was required 
but the Republican managers 
were 


afraid it would carry by an almost 
unanimous vote and thus add to the 
political strength of Mr Johnson. 
In 


five successive campaigns in. Cuyahoga, 
during the' past three years, when Mr. 
Johnson and Senator Hanna have been 
directly pitted against each other, 
Johnson's ticket has won by 5,000 and 
more each time. Where the two men 
are best known. Mr. Johnson seems to 
have the call. Cleveland people call 
Johnson "the man who does things." - 


When Johnson was a candidate for 


second term as mayor, less than a year 
ago, hundreds of thousands of dollars 
were poured into the campaign against 
him, a large part of this money being. 
handled by a committee of Democrats 
representing hundreds of Democrats i 
who wree opposed, to,him,, Speakers 
were imported from other states and 
Senator Hanna personally took the 
stump. The Republican nominee was 
Harvey D. Goulder, one of the substan- 
tial business men of the city, and the 
Republican ticket as a whole was made 
up of the best men obtainable in the 
city. Johnson headed the Democratic 
ticket made of men who were little 
Lnown, in many cases not at all, but 
for whom Mayor Johnson vouched as 
being both honest and capable. The 
betting odds against Johnson were 
three to one from the beginning of the 
campaign, these odds being given as 
late as 8 o'clock the night of election 
The returns showed another Democrat- 
ic landslide, the whole Johnson ticket 
being elected by majorities ranging 
from 5,000 to 10,000. The Republfcans 
concede Cuyahoga county to Johnson 
this fall by about 7,000.
